The Town of Hingham has several 303d listed waters that are classified as Category 5 “Waters Requiring a TMDL”. Water quality
concerns associated with 303d waters will be addressed through the implementation of BMPs under the six minimum measures for
Phase II, as outlined in the Hingham Stormwater Management Plan (SWMP). 303d waters are highlighted in the Hingham SWMP as
a priority for implementation activities throughout the permit term. The WLA Assessment will be addressed as part of the Town’s
SWMP, as TMDL studies are completed for 303d waters in Hingham or those water bodies with watersheds in Hingham.
